In order to photograph the Moon, 
Ihe automatic interplanetary sta¬ 
tion was equipped with a system of 1 
orientation and phoMetevtslon ap* | 
paratus with special devices for | 
lutoraaJIcallf developing; the flhps, 
/The lime lor taking Ihe photo¬ 
graphs was chosen so that the'sta¬ 
tion would be on Its orbit between 
the Moon and the Sun, the latter 
lighting about 71) per cent of the 
invisible side ol the Moon, The sta¬ 
tion was at a distance of HD-70 
thousand 'kilometres from Ihe 
Moot* s surface. 

Switched on by means ot a spe¬ 
cial command the orientation sys¬ 
tem turned the station so that the 
lens ot the camera would be point¬ 
ed lo the reverse side of the Moon 
and gave a signal lor switching on 
the camera, 

The process of photographing the 
Moon went on lor about 40 min* 
iiles. A considerable number of pic¬ 
tures of the Moon, In two sizes, 
was obtained. 

Treatment of Ihe films (develop¬ 
ment and fixation) was carried out 
automatically aboard the Inlerpla- 
netanf station.

In connection with, the mostrecent Solo operation, ortf'hlghl 
placed informant, CG 5824rS, had the opportunity to converse at length 
with Gustav Soucek, head of the International Department of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of Czechoslovakia. The conversation 
took place in Prague, Czechoslovakia on 11-7-59 and the details were 
furnished to the Bureau by Chicago letter 12-1-59. 


Soucek advised the informant that the Communist Parties of 
Czechoslovakia and the USA should strive for'.closer contacts but the 
contacts must be. carefully considered and secure, information of a 
general nature could be exchanged through Czechoslovakian news, agencies. 
However, other contacts . could best be handled through clandestine meets 
in Prague and occasional contacts in U.S. 


Soucek said as a result of defection 7-25-59 of Lieutenant 
polpnel Frdntisek T.isler, former Czechoslovakian military attache in the 
U.S., the former contacts- in the U.S. with the Communist Party (CP), USA, 
have been ”spoiled” and all previous contacts have- been broken. Tisler’s 
defection has resulted in Czechoslovakia making hard and sweeping changes 
which will include changing entire personnel in Czechoslovakian Embassy 
in U.S . The new Czechoslovakian ambassador, Miloslav Ruzek, has been 
instructed to change the methods of contacts with members of CPUSA and 
to use illegal channels only when absolutely necessary. 



Informant entered into a• tentative agreement with Soucek 
to have CPUSA send representative to Czechoslovakia following CPUi 
contention 12/10-13/59 to arrange for improved contacts between ti 
and^the CzechoSlovakians. This' CPUSA representative will also take 
some problems with the Chinese, representative on ’’World Marxist Review” 
and will travel to the Soviet Union fop contacts with the/Russians, 

'CG. 5824-S suggests that his brother, our other top informant, NT 694-S, 
be util/zed for this assignment. Soucek is very much interested in the 
exchange' o/ trade-union and cultural delegations between Czechoslovakia 
and the %.S. and noted that the Czechoslovakia General Council' of Trade - 
Unions has many contacts in the U.S. arid hopes to enlarge its contacts 
its influence in. this count.ry, J Soucek noted that 3,000

during the past year. He said certain of these individuals changed 
their opinion of Czechoslovakia and of socialism and the CP of 
Czechoslovakia is able to utilize these individuals for propaganda 
purposes. He noted that Czechoslovakia Embassy officials in the U.S. have 
made contacts ■ with Czechoslovakians presently residing in this country 
and have had contact with Anton Krchmarek, chairman of the Ohio District, 
CPUSA. Soucek desires to have non-CP members in the U.S. promote 
Czechoslovakian - American cultural exchange and added that Czechoslovakian 
groups traveling abroad are used to make broad mass contacts and not 
just contacts with CP members. 

Regarding Czechoslovakian internal affairs, Soucek said there 
has been an increase of 11 per cent in production during the first 10 
months of 1959. However, agricultural production has not been increasing 
fast enough and. he blamed the situation on the fact thatbthe farms are 
small, Czechoslovakia will attempt to push cooperative and collective 
farm movements to step up farm production. He said a big problem facing 
Czechoslovakia is convincing its people that increased productivity must 
be used for greater capital investments and not merely to increase the 
standard of living. 

Concerning the Czechoslovakian revolution, Soucek stated, 

,f Tou do not know how close American imperialism came to dominating 
Czechoslovakia in 1948, However, we beat them because we had good 
relations with all strata of our population. ,f 

Soucek pledged support of CP of Czechoslovakia in international 
campaign against the persecution of communists in the U.S. but opined 
that this campaign would be more effective if started in capitalist 
countries. 

OBSERVATIONS i 

Despite the Refection of Lieutenant Colonel Frantisek Tisler 
and the reorganization of the Czechoslovakian Embassy in the U.S., the 
tenor of Soucek’s statements would indicate that Czechoslovakian 
activities in the U.S., specifically contacts with the CPUSA, will 
continue. However, the contacts will be most carefully prepared and 
undertaken on a most clandestine basis. There is a very good possibility 
that our informant, NY 694-S, will be selected by the CPUSA to travel 
to Prague for contacts with the Czechoslovakians and Chinese following 
the CPUSA convention and quite likely to Moscow, This would enable us 
to obtain additional details concerning the plans and activities of the 
CP3 of these countries.

In IJucordance with Mr, Tolso^s memorandum of 12/10, we have rJpZH 

revised the letter to the Vice President concerning information 
gathered by our informant from communist sources in Czechoslov; 
restrict the letter to one page. j 

I recognize that the Vice President is a very busy man, andOchere is 
a natural tendency fpr high officials to be reluctant to read a letter or 
communication of more than a page or -two. I feel I would be remiss, how¬ 
ever, if I did not point out tha.t during his recent trip to Russia and 
China our informant, based on targets we gave him, talked to top communist 
leaders in Russia, China, Czechoslovakia, Spain, Argentina, Cuba and Japan 
Inasmuch as the Communist Party runs the government in Russia, China and 
Czechoslovakia, the information gathered by our informant represents the 
top policy, of those countries, not expressed for public consumption, but 
the inner thoughts as expressed from one top communist to another. 


While communists do not control the other countries, the information ' 
represents the planning:of the communists in those countries, and as such 
is simply not available to US Government officials from any other source— 
a fact admitted by, CIA. As in the instances of the other countries above 
mentioned, the information from Gustav Soucek, head of the International 
Department of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Czechoslovakia 
pertained only in small part to relations with the CP of the US, but?dealt 
largely with the policies of the communists in running Czechoslovak^^ the 
problems they have encountered, and the' strength of the communist control \ 
of the country. To me, this appears to be information of extreme value to ! 
the policy makers of our country, of a type which would avidly be consumed 
by our policy makers. 


Because of the highly unusual nature of the information, and 4 its 
extreme value, coupled with the delicacy of our source, we have restricted 
dissemination to the top level in government. In so doing we have consoli-^ 
dated the heavy volume of information furnished by our informant into meaty I 
concentrated memoranda. I know o| no .other information we have been able i 
to collect and disseminate which exceeds or even comes up to the quality 
of the information furnished as a resuit of the recent trip^of this 
informant, " _ 
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erhaps we could accomplish both objectives, namely, to present a 
concise one-page picture, and also furnish the additJforBEC St&cSSflation, by 
making the cover letter a one-page summary, and attaching the four-page men©* 
randura as an enclosure in the event the Vice Presidentrwants torreSd it. If

LI Fu-chun’a. report concerns statistics in regard to 
production in China., Ho used as the basis for his report a book 
printed in Chineso. Delcgatos from the other-Communist Parties 
asked if they might be given a copy of this book. In ft day or 
two* copioa of tho bdok were made available to the heads of tho 
delegations from othor Communist Parties, and this book has boon 
submitted separately. 

Tho following are questions asked of LX Fu-chun by 
various, delegates and his answers to these questions. 

Question ; When tons of thousands of people were mobilized 
for transportation, distribution, etc,, during tho period of the big 
drive to produce stool in small furnaces throughout China, did this 
advance affect production in other fiolds? . 

Answer ; Nine million peoplo were mobilized in the drive 
to produce aorc stool. Yes, this drive did adversely affect harvest 
%ork, ibis was due to the fact that wp lacked experience in 
Organizing mass work on such ft large scale. 

Question; When the demands on the market are increased 
due. to highor standards, why is it incorrect, as tho Rightists say.* 
to call it disproportion? ^ 

Answer. ; Last year agricultural production increased. 25%, 
light industry production by 34%, and the purchasing power of tho 
people by 12%, Therefore, the picture as a whole shows development 
in good proportion. For the short period there was a strain on. the 
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narkot merely in regard, to eggs, pork, and vegetables* Tho lack 
of proper arrangements and experiences woro responsible tor this 
short strain* We did not estimate that tho peasants in tho 
Communes would oat more moat and vegetables. If each, peasant 
•eats one additional pound of pork, five hundred thousand additional 
tons of pork are needed to supply this demand, there- are 5i5>persoas 
in tho countryside to every ono in tho ,clty.. If tho pooplo in the 
countryside eat a little bit more thoa the. pooplo in the city got 
loss* Howovor, wo discovered this .last Ear eh and we are now pro*- 
ducing a lot more agricultural products on the outskirts of the 
citlos so this question is being oolvod. Ibis is differont from 
■the statements of tho Rightists that thoro is "total disproportion 
in tho economy". 

Question : How do you encourage private capital -to join 
socialist, construction? 

Answer : Tho main thing is that thorp should be no. conflict 
betwooh privatecapital and socialist construction. Prior to 1057, 
wo wont, through two stages in regard to private capitalists. The 
third stago consists; of restricting, controlling, and reforming then. 
The (xovornment made contracts with and supervised them. . Thoy must 
abido by the lhws of tho State. “Yet wo guaranteed them certaib 
profits, in 1957, wo entered a. higher stage through the movement 
to turn private capital into joint state-private enterprises.. Prior 
to 1050, wo had givon private capital fixed interest. Now private . 
capital takes part in the joint state-private enterprises.. The 
Communist Party calls, this the "Policy of .Redemption". It has 
cost 20,000 million yen for redemption, and it will cost another 
10,000 million yob to complete redemption. 

Politically and ideologically wo strugglo against the 
Rightists and the bourgeoisie. Wo Ocveroly criticise them. Therefore, 
there is a bitter strugglo with tho reahapts Of the capitalist class. 

In 1057, wo transformed private capital into joint stato-privato 
ontorprisos. Then tho Rightists, opened an offensive against uo» 
Economically private capital has- been changed. The private 
capitalists do get fixed intoroot, Ideologically- and politically 
tho private capitalists still hhvo influences. This ideological 
struggle will ho prolonged until tho world outlook bourgeoisie .Will e - 
bo changed. 

At the prosont. time the- ideology of the bourgooisio can 
bo placed into three categories* One category is the Left and It is 
willing to. follow tho Communist Party, but this category is small 
in number. The majority of the bourgeoisie aro in a middle catogory*. 





ThoydraW fixed interest; oach year,. They take part in the joint 
.stated-private enterprises and. thoy got.salaries, -Tho third category- 
opposes socialism and are. Rightists .and obstructionists. After the 
campaign- of 1957, this Rightist section was isolatod. The Right 
opportunists in the Communist Party of China are few in number. 

They nsfject the class origin, of the bourgeoisie and are the spokes- - 
aentfor tho feourgeoisio within the Coaauhist Party. Rhon those 
Right opportunists Oppose the leap forward, they are on tho. side 
of the bourgeoiaie.- 

Quostion : What are tho differences and similarities 
between the' Right opportunists who Ore in the Communist Party of 
China now and- those who word in the Communist Party of China boforo 
the liberation? 

Answer : Before tho liberation, Right opportunism expressed 
itself in tho method of combating the bourgeois democratic revolu¬ 
tion. That is, to stop tho. bourgeois, doaperatic fevolution-half¬ 
way instead Of carrying it through to. the end and developing, it 
into a proletarian revolution. Hie class origin of tho Right 
opportunists is the .same now as It was In the past. Today, however,, 
wo arb carrying forward the socialist revolution. The Right 
opportunist's oppose thlp. Thoy* want to blow ft down. If wd do 
not oliaihate bourgeois thinking, this would be a setback- tor the 
socialist revolution, 

China .is a. country of poverty and backwardness. Even tat 
normal speed it will take one hundred years to. turn China into a 
modern industrial', cultural China.. The Chinese laboring, people 
are eager to rapidly change. China. Tho big population and. tho help 
from the other socialist countries can speed tho development. Tho 
general line of the Communist Party reflecting the desire Of the 
people to speed up. socialist, .construction has the support of the 
peoplo. This is responsible for the great loap forward. The Right 
opportunists are opposed to this and want to slow ; the advance of 
sociallcxiV If wo do not push ahead wo-will fall back to capitalism. 
-Thb Right opportunists, bofoto and after liberation, are a roflec- . 
tion oi bourgeois ideology at two different stages of development. 

Question? What Methods and means aro used to fight; Right 
•opportunism? ' 

Abswor : Pirst of all, wo criticize tho Right opportunists. 
Re point out th'eir class, historical origin. Through vigorous 
critieirerof tho Right opportunists wo Sake things clear to the 
entire Party. In' this way we reduce thoir influence: and isolate 
the Right opportunist's. However, organizationally we treat them 
with leniency. This is because of the dual character of the 
Right opportunists. In the past, they made a contribution to the 
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revolution* Wo try to onequrage thoir aspirations for socialism. 
Then we see if they change. If they do not, than wo -help then to 
-change.* 


Question: Did. Left deviations endrgo in tho Party? 

Answer: Tos, cone Left tendencies did energo in the last 
. throe 1 years,. ! for instance, there was ovorconcentration,- There, was 
also a tendency toward equalitarianisra in the distribution in the 
Connunes.Again, the unrealistic targets, before May., 1959, reflect. 
Left tendencies* Kowover, these Lqft tendencies were different 
irori Right opportunism since they did not .affect the general lino, 
could easily ho corrected 'and -did not affect the trend of the 
revolution.

As the Director 
has indicated, the material which we incorporated in our memoranda to 
the Attorney General has come from our top-level informant, is of a 
highly delicate nature and has been disseminated only to high-ranking 
Government officials, under a Hjpdp Secret ! 1 classification. 

• " Wp are examining the material from the Solo operations >7 
and such,, other material as ' wo^may. have to determine what inform ^t/ orf 
is available which can be used by the Attorney General. It has oc&drx’ed 
, to us that an excellent vehicle to provide information along these lines 
[may be the national convention of the CP, USA, scheduled for 
December 10—13, 1959. If it is possible to wait until the conclusion, 
of this convention, our problem of providing material to the Attorney 
Generalvjand still protecting our informant may be solved.

INFORMATION CONCERNING STATEMENTS BY A 
HIGH-RANKING- OFFICIAL- OF'THE' COMMUNIST ' - 
PARTY OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA' IN PRAGUE, 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA ~ 


Sources which have furnished reliable information in the 
past to the FBI have 1 reported tnat Gustay Soucek, head of the 
International^Department of the \Central Committee of the Communist* 
Party of Czechoslovakia, made the following statements in Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, during the month! of November”, 1959. - 

T Gustav Soucek stated that the Communist Party, USA, and 
the Communist Party of Czechoslovakia should strive for closer 
contacts and pointed out that the! methods of making contacts must 
be improved . He stated that general’information concerning 
Communist Party matters could be exchanged between the Communist 
Party, USA, and Czechoslovakia through a news agency rather, than - 
through the Czechoslovakian Embassy- in the United States. He 
explained that the CzechoslovakianAlnformation Agency sends press 
releases to bourgeois newspapers and these press releases could 
also be sent to the Communist PartyV USA, furnishing the latter 
information such as the general development of the economy in 
Czechoslovakia. He .indicated that tne Czechoslovakian Information 
Agency is controlled by the Communism Party of Czechoslovakia. 

Soucek continued that as a result of the defection Of 
Lieutenant Colonel Frantisek Tisler, the former Czechoslovakian 
military attache in the United States, oh July 25 / 1959* the former 
contacts in the United States with the CoVnunist Party, USA, have 
been “spoiled" and the Czechoslovakians have broken all previous 
contacts with the Communist Party, USA., HeXsaid that Tislerfs 
defection has caused the Czechoslovakians toNnake hard and sweeping 
changes. Soucek remarked that- the Czechoslovakians now have a new 
ambassador'in the United State's, Miloslav RuzekVwhom he 
characterized as a very capable, comrade and diplomat, Ruzek is 
going to change the entire personnel, at the Czechoslovakian Embassy 
in the United States and he has been instructed to change the’ . 
method' of making contacts with members of the Communis^ Party, 

USA, and to use illegal channels only when absolutely necessary. 






It was believed that Soucek was referring to the nature of contacts 
between the Communist Party, USA, and Czechoslovakia and’ was not 
referring to intelligence or illegal agents for Czechoslovakia 
living in the United States. Soucek added that in view of the 
reorganization of the Czechoslovakian Embassy in the United' States, 
direct contacts between the Communist Party, USA, and the Communist 
Party of Czechoslovakia in the United States must be very carefully 
considered. He suggested that the best method might be to have a 
contact in Prague and ah occasional contact in the United States. 

Soucek then suggested the possibility of exchange of trade- 
union delegations between the United States and Czechoslovakiai He 
said that a large number of international meetings are held in 
Prague, Czechoslovakia. He noted : specifically that there are a 
number of trade-union meetings .in-Prague in connection with the 
World. Federation of Trader-Unions. However, American trade-unionists- 
rarely come to Prague. He mentioned that the Czechoslovakia General 
Council of Trade-Unions has many contacts in the United States and 
that it hopes to enlarge its contacts -and, extend its influence in 
the United States. Soucek observed that approximately.three years 
ago some trade-union delegates from the' United States visited 
Czechoslovakia and certain of the members of this delegation were of 
Czechoslovakian origin. 

In regard to contacts, in the United States by Czechoslovakian 
Embassy officials with former Czechoslovakian citizens who are 1 members 
of the' Communist Party, USA, Soucek related that these contacts 
resulted in the development of a bad relationship. However, he added 
that the Communist Party, USA, should understand that the Czecho¬ 
slovakians desire to have friendly relationships -and contact with 
former Czechoslovakians and Slovaks who are how .residing in the 
United States • Soucek mentioned that Czechoslovakian diplomatic 
personnel in the United States have been in contact with Communist 
Party functionaries from the Illinois and Ohio Districts of the 
Communist Party, USA. 

Soucek stated that Czechoslovakia has a special institution 
for the spreading of international contacts and relationships which 
combines cultural with other forms of exchange. During the past 
year, 3,000 Americans mainly of Czechoslovakian and Slovak descent 
visited Prague. They came to Czechoslovakia with all kinds of 
prejudices. They expected, to see the churches destroyed and real 
property taken over by the state. However, when they arrived, they 
found the treasures intact. They observed that the stores were well 
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stocked with food and the people were living well. .Soucek stated 
that among the visitors were bankers of Czechoslovakian descent 
who were amazed at the banking facilities and the fact that there 
were so few bank guards. Soucek continued that the Czechoslovakians 
want these people to- visit Czechoslovakia. He explained that some 
of the American visitors of- Czechoslovakian "origin visited their 
home towns and compared, the present conditions with those 30 years 
ago. They changed their opinion of Czechoslovakia and of socialism, 
and the Communist Party of Czechoslovakia can utilize these 
individuals for propaganda purposes.- Soucek ..emphasized that the 
establishment of contacts arid arranging for tourists from the 
United States to travel to Czechoslovakia can and must be done 
legally because Czechoslovakia wants to jjnprove its relationship 
with the United States. ' ' ' 

Soucek stated .that Czechoslovakia has various groups 
traveling abroad. He mentioned that a Czechoslovakian circus 
traveled in Japan and the Czechoslovakian Philharmonic Orchestra 
traveled to India, Burma and Australia. He stated that these 
groups are used to improve contacts-in the countries visited. 

They create good will and are indirectly propaganda. He related 
that when the Czechoslovakian circus was in Tokyo, Japan, the 
performers violated instructions and made a sectarian mistake by 
Joining in the celebration of the anniversary of the Communist- Party 
of Japan. He added that in regard to cultural exchanges, "the 
Czechoslovakians are thinking of broad mass contacts and not Just 
contacts with Communist Party members in other countries. Soucek 
stated that the Czechoslovakian Philharmonic Orchestra would be 
willing to accept an invitation to the United States and added that 
he would be interested in non-Communist Party members in the 
United States who would be interested in promoting Czechoslovakian - 
American cultural exchanges. 

In regard to the Communist Party, USA.'s attempt to 
establish an international campaign for defense of its ’’legal 
rights,” Soucek stated that although the Communist Party of 
Czechoslovakia is willing to do its share in this campaign, he 
believes it would be more effective to start this campaign in 
capitalist countries. 

Concerning the. internal situation in Czechoslovakia, 

Soucek stated that there has been a rapid improvement in economic 
conditions with an increase of 11 per cent in production during the 
f ll,£ $ .10 months of 1959. He stated that the problem facing 
Czechoslovakia 


is agricultural production 
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While it has been 
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improving steadily, it is not improving fast .enough. He explained 
that the farms are divided into small plots of land which ..is neither 
effective nor economical. Soucek said the Czechoslovakians will 
attempt to push cooperative and collective farm;movements bn a 
scientific scale. It will attempt to step vip*production : 'bf agri¬ 
cultural machinery and fertilizers together with the 'introduction 
of power and electricity on thefarms. In .regard to communes, 

Soucek remarked that while they may be good* for China, Czechoslovakia 
cannot force any such rapid collectivization. 

Soucek related that the Czechoslovakian Communist Party 
was successful in its revolution at a most; crucial moment because it 
had the. majority of people on.''its .side. ■. The Czechoslovakian Communist 
Party had the workers* support' and"was able to convince the majority 
of the farmers and the middle class' that the communists were fighting 
for their interests. He continued, "You.do not know how close 
American imperialism came to dominating Czechoslovakia in 1948'. 
However* we beat them because we had good relationship with all 
strata of our population^" 

Soucek remarked that a big .problem facing the Communist 
Party of Czechoslovakia today is convincing the working class that 
the standard of living which is rising rapidly cannot continue to 
rise without increased productivity. Plants are constantly being- 
mechanized and some automation is being introduced. The younger 
worker is quite productive. However, the older worker expects to 
get proportional and constant pay increases as productivity increases. 
This cannot continue. Soucek stated that the Communist Party of 
Czechoslovakia is carrying on a tremendous ideological campaign 
designed to convince the majority of the workers that all of the 
increased productivity cannot go merely to increase the standard of 
living and more of it has to be used for greater capital investment 
in industry. Soucek complained that many of the workers in 
Czechoslovakia measure the standard of living by how much meat, 
butter and milk they receive. He said that accompanying the. 
ideological campaign, the Communist Party of Czechoslovakia is 
.carrying on an additional campaign organized by scientists, doctors 
and dietitians to convince the population that overeating is not 
good.

This matter pertains to liaison activities of our highly$~&r% t ‘ 
placed, informants CG 5824-8, between the Communist Party (CP)j USAJy7rM/A 
and the CPs of the Soviet Union, Red China and other Iron Curtain nataoni 
Informant returned to United States on 11-11-59 following seven-week 
stay in Russia and .Red China. By letter 11-28-59, Chicago furnished 
information regarding informant*8 conversation with, Victorio Codovillai 
founder of the CP of Argentina and a member of its Presidium and 
Central Committee. This conversation took place in the Soviet Union 
on 10-30-59. 

Codovilla said that up to quite recently the CP of Argentina 
had 125,000 members but since it went into the underground' a few months 

I ’ago, its membership is now about 80,000. There are an additional 
28,000 members in the CPfs youth group, the Young Communist League. 

He claimed, however, that the CP of Argentina continues to strengthen 
itself and wields great influence in the labor movement and among the 
peasants in some provinces. 

j Codovilia related that the CP of Argentina, is riot yet 

\formally illegal but it is de facto illegal. While there is a mass 
movement to prevent legislation to outlaw the CP, its situat ipjy^tys 
i grave.He noted that during recent months 143 CP members hpdje bqen 
arrested in Argentina and it. was- necessary to hold the last~l}dngre.ss 
}p£ th^s CP in'an underground status, 

C* Codovilla stated that President Arturo Frpndiai came into 
power in Argentina^diie to the support of a number of groups 'including 
the. CP.^ While Frandisi initially gave freedom to all parties including 
the^'CP^he has recently advocated declaring the CP of Argentina illegal. 
Th£s\ dec&sion followed a general strike fh Argentina which Codovilla 
claimed'was directed by the^CP of Argentina,

Cpdovilla remarked that,CP'of Argentina presently advocates 
' a national democratic front, and in th'is i regard has] entered into a pact 
with the peronist group and?with the trade-unions. ,,He alleged that

and although the CP of Argentina is against a coup d’ etat, its policy 
in the event of this occurrence mill be to mobilise the masses for a 
general strike and demand a coalition government. 

Codovilla stated, that despite the offensive position of the 
■present ruling f igures in Argentina, the militancy of the masses and 
the influence wielded by ■the CP among the masses guarantees the CP’s 
victory. 

Codovilla characterised United States, imperialists as ihe main 
| enemy-of Argentina and pledged the support .of the CP of Argentina in an 
I international' campaign, against the persecution of communists in the 
United State's. In this -regard, Codovilla said an organisation of lawyers 
known as the League of Struggle for the Bights of Man which has been 
utilised by the Argentinian CP to fight against 11 reactionary” laws in 
Argentina will be asked to a.ssjst the CPUSA. In addition, the CP of 
Argentina has illegal newspapers with a total circulation of 150,00.0 
which, he inferred could be used to assist. the CPUSA. ‘ 

The-. CP delegates from Latin American countries while in Peking,• 
China, decided to hold a People’s Congress of Latin America. The 
details concerning this-, congress' are. being discussed and worked out in 
Havana, Cuba. Codovilla stated that the CPs plan to have this congress 
called by outstanding liberals arid mentioned in this regard President 
Zasaro Cardenas of Mexico, Jorge Alessandri, president of Chile, and 
Fidel Castro of Cuba. Delegates from North American countries will be 
permitted to -attend, ithis congress if they are against United Statts 
imperialism. 

OBSERVATIO NS: 

In view of the increased interest in Latin Americax.brought 
■about by Mikoyan’s recent .visit to Mexico, the Cuban situation and the 
recent. anti-American turbulence in. Panama and increased interest of the 
CP’s of Soviet Union and Bed China in Latin American affairs, this 
information is'iguite significant. 

It is believed that the information developed by our informant 
concerning Argentina .should be .brought to the attention of high-ranking 
J.Si officials attributed to- our over-all coverage of the CPUSA to afford 
additional .security to our informant.

Wot only do 
they bavo fine aportnonts, but thoy have also built homos in the 
country , and hayo soryanta, HO said that cany Communists, both 
Hungarians and former Americansj liyo thid Way;, and ho, Tffi INSTOCH, 
is against this mode of living in. luxury. 


WEINSTOCK stated that PETERS has' contact with porno pqoplo 
in tho United States. For oxanplo, ho corropponds with WILLIAM 
Z, FOSTER and sends money to FOOTER regularly. Some months ago, 
a Hungarian Journalist interviewed FOSTER. Ho wrote a peries of 
articles which woro carriod in a newspaper in Budapest.

Eo said that at Ono mooting ho attondod, a 
membor of tho Communist Party of Italy, who is a Sondtor and Vico 
President of tho Italian Sonato, tools issuo with UhERICHT's 
tboory that a froo city is possible. WEINSTOCK stated that tho 
Vatican was used as on oxanplo, And tho arguments of tho Italian 
Senator yoro boaton down. 

WEINSTOCK said that ho was carrying a message to the 
Cobnuaiot Party - USA iron tho East 'doming Socialist Unity (Com¬ 
munist)' Party to tho offset that tho East Gorman comrades wont 
dplogatop tvod every.country, particularly iron the United, States, 
to visit East.

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tJHANG Chi started with a discussion concerning work in 
tho reactionary trado unions* Ha said, Almost bvory industry in 
Shanghai* including transportation, utilitioo, textile mills, 
etc..* was in tho hands bf tho imperialists. CHAHGj Chi stated 
that 300,000 workers were employed, although thofb wero one nil- 
lion available. Thoro was a lot of unemployment* A lot 6£ ’ 
workors wore engaged in casual, work And. thoro Was . groat insecur¬ 
ity. Thoro was a. lot of woman and child labor. With oxtrono 
exploitation. Tho workers wore very often punished and ovon 
physically bbaton at tho will of foropon or overseers. Thoro was 
virtual slate labor. Tho numbor one ban*, who- actually was a 
labor contractor, would go to tho villago and Contract little 
girls for a pittance for throb to Yiyo years. Those nisprablo 
conditions and this .oxtrono exploitation hiadb reformist illusions 
impossible in Shanghai and in all of China. 


The organized working class movement started with the 
birth Of. the Chinese Communist Party. As a rulo, strikes or 
othor struggles Would dovolop Undor the diroct loadorship .of tho. 
Communist Party of China aftor 1021. Thono strugglos cano to a 
big climax on Nay 30, 1925, in Shanghai. By 1926, about 800,000 
workors wpro in-tho trado unions. 

In liar eh, 1927, Comrado CHOU Eh-lai lod an uprising in 
Shanghai; The Bight opportunists, in thb Communist Party at that . 
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tino, working in tho Kouniatahg, led to a betrayal /by CHIANG Kai- 
oliok, They woro ovor-cautioU3 in a united front with tho national 
bourgeoisie. This rosultod in tho countor-rdvolution. 

Cut tho torror of tho Kounlntang had tho opposite 
of foot* Tho elocution of Coaminiat loadors in front of tho 
workers only caused tho workers to admire tho bravery of tho Com¬ 
munists, oopocially when the trade unions woro prohibited and the 
cutting of wages took place aftor a loot strike. Because of this 
peculiar history and tho typo of struggles in China, the. economic 
Strugglo could not bo separated from tho political struggle. 

Bocauoo of imperialist domination in China, ovpry Struggle even¬ 
tually become a political struggle. Tho conbors of tho Communist 
5arty always understood that tho aim of ovory s£rugglo is to 
incroaso.tho influonco of tho Partyanong tho nab goo. Tho party 
membership was amongst the maoebs and this is why they wore ablo 
to understand tho grievances, and sontinent of tho bassos, Par¬ 
ticipation. in snail struggles led to bigger onos; that is., from 
a. shop to industry-wide, if it was. possible to advance tho struggle 
boyond tho lower loyol. 

The Communists looked with a microscope for contradic¬ 
tions In tho racks of tho onony. Wo loarnod how to take advantage 
of contradictions. This was oopocially true during tho .Japandse 
.occupation and tho'probleiss. croatdd in China at that time; par¬ 
ticularly in oach concession, y'Aoro tho British and tho French 
woro tho rivals of tho Japanese. 

Wo nado uso of all situations. For example, during tho 
porlod of inflation, the Party put. forth the demand for pay in 
kind instead of money. Sinco this was not a complete solution, 
wo always demanded pay based upon a prico indox. Wo also put 
forth the demand to unfrooko tho prices because of tho false 
indox. Tho task of tho. Party was always to nako uso of favorable 
opportunities, Such ds those in pxtstoned in Itarch, 104?, 

In Parch, 1047, thoro was largo-scald Starvation. The 
students word protesting, and tho pooplo wero against tho civil 
war. The Conniption Of tho Xoumintang was known to hundreds of 
thousands. Tho KOuzdntoiig’s subordination to tho United States 
was oxposod. Tho Communist Party put forth tho slogan, "Euy \ 

China, not USA, madd?prdducta H . We launched an offohoivo. Wo \ 

merged the various oiroams of struggle, such as tho demand for tho \ 
unfreezing of tho pried indox, to tho domands of tho students, 
tho workers, tho merchants, etc* 

During each struggle, tho Coanunibt Party had tho task 
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of raiding tho consciouSnoss of tho wdrkors. If this- wan not 
done, thon tho workers would win A concocaion bat tho lovol of 
thb: class consciousness would drop. Cut If tho class conscious* 
ncs3 was raised* thon tho workers would bo coayincod that thoir 
grievances could bai olininatod by tho abolition of capitalien. 

7ho Cormunist Party nonbors in tho; reactionary unions 
wore disconnected froa tho Party organization. To provont tho 
corruption of such individual Coraunibts, thoy wore given con¬ 
stant attention and political oduc&tibn. When ■'& CbrauSiot Party 
nonbor bochoo a cuspoct by tho Kounintang* ho would bp . asked to! 
join th6 Kounintang. Tbo party would say. If you Pro forced to 
join, go ahoad. Cut lay tho' cards on the tabid boforo tho workers 
and toll thpn that you woro asked to join and that you cannot dp 
anything about it. The workers Will understand. SonO. Connunist 
party workers wore apkod tb take tho oath Of Buddha and, of courso* 
wo let thoi do that* too,. 

The Connuaict Party of China always hod fronts And, 
reserves of pooplp. If ono conrode was lost duo to arrest, 
inprisonnont, otc«* #2 would stop in and wo always had A #3 ' 

assigned. to stop ip as a substitute for #2, if arrobtod. 

In tho period after 1027, Wo took a saetdrian attitude 
to the kounintang unions. This Was tho period of ioft ndvoutur- 
isni Tho Workors would not join tho rod trade unions. If thoy 
would hot join the rod trade unions* v?0 Would cnash tho Kounintang 
uuiobs. Lator, tho Kounintang foraod the Chinese Federation. of 
labOr, and wo began to work in tho trado unions, especially after 
Wo ousted our adyohturist loadoroKip. 

Curing the Japahebo war in 1937,. wo foraod a whole 
nunbor of organizations and sociotios —. not trade unions. Wo 
’ organized a front called "nolle £ for the Eefugoos’ 1 , and wo worked, 
in tho rofugep canpsu Wo worked aqong. tho rdfugooS, found jobs 
forsono of than. Onco We influenced thon and got thon jobs, 
vo had close tios with then. Wo foraod the kind of organizations 
which corresponded to the period. 

. Tho fora of the'organization is uninporiaut. For 
■oxanplo, whoa tho Japanoco wore driven out of Shanghai * vo fxllod 
a Vacuun and yo organizod trade Unions. Wo boat, tho Kounintang 
. to it. Boforo tho Kounintang could cone in, wo had Organized 
tfhdo unionsi After tho War, tho Kounintang asked that tho trado 
unions resistor.- Wo registered tho trado unions, but Wo retained 
a najority Of tho trado union loadorohip. They woro undor tho 
influence of tho Connunist Party, ospocially tho kpy unions. . If _ 
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tftbro woo a union we could not control) ouch an the postal and 
tolograph workers* thonwo organized caatooha, eonsusora co- 
PPorativpn, ovonlnj cchoolQ) otc>, all- undor tho auspices of tlie 
Kouaintang union. But yta usod those. dovibbs no- CozzUniats to 
influence tho workers. we also exploited tho factional strugglo 
ixi thb .fiouaintans, itaolf. Wo would Usually attack tho cost 
reactionary officials. 

Tho Cozisunicts pqnotratbd pvdrywhoro in. tho trade union 
Sovocout. Wo. ovon sot people into tho. Ezobutivo of tho, Shanghai 
ndbor Council, which was -tho highosh body of tho trade unions. 
Sido by bide with this pottatration, wo. continued to oxposo the 
Kouaintang unions* until they 'word, forcod, to change thoir nnso 
to. social contorc, Whop wo followed tho wrong linb>- wo: just dis¬ 
rupted- the Konointang, union. Woono gained anything; but later 
on, whop. wo followed the correct lino, wa took over,, ponatratod 
tho unions, and sproad the influence of tho Cozauniot Parts'. Wo 
used pvofy fern pf organization to bp- euro" that wo controlled 
and influonCod* just in case tho. Kouainthng would try to destroy 
any trade unions. 

We also organized skeleton organizations or skeleton 
councils. Tho# actually oxiptod in nano only, bat in bozo sit-* 
tzations< wo used those for a call tp action. In tha nanacf those 
organizations, m put forth, donando and slogans, WO wore ablo 
to* raico the left baanofb* 

During tho anti-Japanese war* wo Used tho united front. 
Udder tho banner of tho united ffbat, wo wore hbla to ongaso .in ‘ 
noro legal actiyity. Wo evon published a paper in Shanghai,, 
but not in the nsiao of the Cozzuniot Party. Wo also had illegal 
publications. Wo published the salvation journals. Wo publishod 
thoso in the British or French concessions. Wo did not register 
thoso with tho' British .dr tho Pronclf. .^^ho ^assos' ddnsidorod 
these, journals logal.- But when things bocanb uncosfortablo or 
tho authorities began, to boebao too. interested) wo Would change 
tho nanb of tho journal. 

.. Wo organized all kinds of schools. -Those wore; used 
not only 1 for cducatiba --wo did try to educate but also for 
organization^ especially after liberation. During tho .Japanoso 
occupation, the schools continued, otoa if tho trado unions wore 
dissolved. Tho schools bocasp substitutois for 'thb' trado unions.. 
Wo also Used bourgeois institutions) such US tho YECA/YWCA, 
language schools/schools for philanthropists* Our pooplo, who 
WOro toachors pa A rule, supplied tho toftbooko to these schools.. 
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These Institutions bocano contoro lor rocruitnont of codro all 
tto' whilo tho Connunist Party was underground. > Wo patter what 
tho brutality pi tbo onony, wo found doans to, outwit thon. 


Hooting Addronsod- by CEAWG Chon-tsuhrr 

CHANG, Chon-touhg began hiobpcoch by citing oono of tho 
nistakoo which wore cade in Shanghai by tho Connunist Party dur- 
ing the underground poriod* Ed stated- hd thought tho delegates 
frea the othor CoPPunict Parties cbuld loarn and bonofit iron 
thoso niqtakoq. CDAITG Chou-taung statod that tho Copaunist Party 
of China ifado throe types of niqthhoo: (1) It nogloctod tho 
logal possibilities; (2) Thoy Woro toodognuticj and (3) During 
the poriod, of this adventurist loadorship, the united trout for 
local dobando was undor-rdtqd. 

When MO Tso-tung \a line was adopted by tho Connunist 
Party of China in, 1035, wo. began to work for a donocratic national 
united front in ordor to build a socialist China. T7o Enow we 
could not build this socialist China without first having a 
national donocratic united front. 

How did wo put this lino of the donocratic national ' 
uhitod front into of foot? First of all, the nonborship of the 
Party at. that tino was, hot top groat.' The bassos woro scorod 
bocauso tho leftists did a lot of d&n&se to tho Connunist Party 
organization during their fulo of tho. Party, Therefore,* the 
first taslt wo had was to roKistablioh tho Cpnnuniot Party. Tho 
firqt. tad; Of the Party after Its re-organization was to pin 
the naccos. Tho' Jpb was* how to turn tho progran of the Connuniot 
Party into a program for tho, nascos> >or how to proccod to the 
lovpl of tho popple. 

In 1935, Japan, invadod China* Tho nassos of China 
demanded that tho Japanoco inporialiets bo driven out*. At that 
tlno, thoro was still id struggle in tho Connunist Party of China 
botwopn tho Leftists and tho ConSunist Party loadorship lod by 
HAO Tco-tung, which had the correct lino.

Tho Connunist Party organized various salvations organ¬ 
izations anonget tho workoro, tho studonts, tho niddlo classos, 
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Sic.*, 13.36" was oniy thp s beginning Pf the anti- Japanese' wor, Jthwf 
CHIAHG JB&i-dfcok was sot yet itt the vaV against Japan,, Ufttf 
pooplo wbro still afrAid. Thoqo salvation orgahiaationo were 
legal* but thoy woro yUry much limited. The caccos of tho pooplo 
had to bo organised fros tho level of thoir economic interests 
and thoir dally donands, At that tine, oven tho reactionary 
yellow trade unions wdro sot allowed to oxiOtr Eat thoro word 
other legal organisations, such, os Salvation groups, social aid 
Croups,, etc.

When tho Communists wore ’fighting foriCgality* this, 
did not moah wo fought for tho legal status of the Party* hia such* 
Only pur top loadors of the Party* such as UAO Tep-tirag, CEOg 
En-lai* and a fob others* opoho oponly as Communists, It took 
a long tino for us to raiso slogans to a political level. Wo did 
begin to raico local pconoaic. dcaands, but thoso, in our situa¬ 
tion, Word not enough. 

With, regard: to tho united fronts, tho Communist Party 
never 'Joined* in tbd formal douso of thp word, or signed formal 
agreements* ThO Communist Party put forward a program against 
Japan* ;Tho Kouaintang novor agreed dr ondorsod this program. 

Tho snail adhocratic parties which oxistod under thp Kounintang 
regime word, in tho main, organized by tho Communist Party. -Thdy 
joined in tho united fronts* Only in. 1945 did .VP formally jpi n 
in thd united front* whon we had to ddal with CHIAKG Kai-shok. 

Aftor thp Victory over JApaU, tho Kounintang was 
forced to negotiate with those various political partips. 
Kouaintang novor fully agreed, biit. thoy did consdut. to a politi¬ 
cal consultative cbnforonco. Thqn tho. civil war broko out. Wo 
took* oyor tho consultative conference banner, Eator* this con¬ 
ference sot up: a govornnont and oloctod a chairman, and oven how 
our Official consultative pdopld's cohferpncp is a unitod front, 

Whon the Communist Party Of China put forward tho idoa 
of U united front* tho leftist element resisted. Thoy bald, Wo 
cannot uni to with CHIAKG Hai-shok and tho murderers of Comtumiots. 
When wp forced tho united front, the rod army bccoco tho Qth ’ 
route, army.. Thoy ronovod the rod.stars from thoir caps, but in 
actuality they wore still influenced by the Party. 3oao Commu¬ 
nists did not realize that a united front with othor classes might 
develop capitulatory tondoncios. 

The class lino, therefore, is important at all tinoe. 

One UING (now living is Moscow) capitulated. Repaid both tho 
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Ceshunist Party and tho Kounintang hayo tho boat youth* Eo 
pdds nodiatinctioni botwdon tho Comunists and tho othoro. Eo 
preached that ovoiiything has to bo subjoctod to tho ttoitod front 
and that ovory thing hunt go, through tho uni tod front* If this 
policy was carriod through, this would Eoaa that in China, CHIAEG 
hdi-3hok would havo doninatod everything.

UXrtG’o policy- caused groat datt&go. to Our Party. Tho 
now 4th. arn’y pan undOr UING t d influence and they carriod out hid. 
erroneous liho. Ad a rooult, thoy woro trapped, and destroyed by 
CQIAITG Kai-shek. ' ^ " 

WO also had oxanplos of coctarianicn in tho history of 
pur Party. In 1935# wo organized rod trado unions.. Wo put for¬ 
ward oncQoaivp dosumdo. Wo fefusod to negotiate and rofuood to 
work in tho Kouaintang Organization. Sonotidod wo: Would conduct •* 
otriliod for alnost two tiontha. Wo would bo satisfied In issuing 
leaflets. This resulted in Sony workers leaving no. Our organ¬ 
ization waa saaohod. In one Striho, iGO workers lost thoir jobs* 
This, inf antiled Loftier; and rcsultod in the weakening Of tho 
Party. Thia Loftica could not spa tho needs and tho desires of 
tho nabobs, if tho Party would have pursued a corroct policy 
at that tiro instoad. Of tt Leftist policy, and would have placod 
dodanda tp resist wage cuts, tboco local dpaondo could havo boon 
won hud Would have, enhanced tho prostigo of tho Party* At that 
tim, tho Leftists did not appreciate the political situation in 
China. 

Japan invaded northeast China and also attached Shang¬ 
hai in 1932. Tho nationa! industries woro suffering at that 
tino. Because of tho Loft ion in tho loadorship of tho Cpaauniot 
Party in Shanghai at that tine, tho Party organisation was alnoSt 
tefc ally dostroyod. But aftor w adopted tho corroct lino pf JIAO 
TeO-tung, during tho 1937 invasion, of Shanghai,, all hinds of 
organizations flourished. Wo used various fores# including study 
circles, fraternal societies, otc., but wo novor said who lod. 
theco salvation: Societies, This noyoEont conpollbd CMAEG Kai- 
shok’c nrnios to robiot tho Japanoco for throe souths* Then 
CHIAKG Kai-shek withdfow his arnica. Wo ordered tho workora back 
to tho factories. Wo told’these.to work* Tho Connuniats woro 
active aaongst tho worhora, hut thoy woro active. anong thon soroly 
as progressive young son -~r not. as ConSunists, Eyon in tho power 
plant, Whoro tho United States ruled and whoro tho salvation 
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organization was prohibited, wo organized table tennis groups 
and otbor activitiop aiid nado contact with tho worker's. Wo -found., 
nany ways hud fores to bold the political fcarmor of national; 
salvation. 

Evan aftor Pearl Eorbor and aftor tho Japanoco $roops 
to oh over all of Shanghai, including tho power plant belonging 
to tho United stato3, wo cfcill rnmagod to load tho workers in this 
powor plant. Tho idoa was to tronsnit docisionp to tho veteran 
workoro. Theco votoran workors bocano tho ! actlpo for tho Party ' 
hud a fovr of those. wbro oyon educated in Lkteeiss-Ldhininn. But 
the Party organization w&s always ,Snail. Tho Party carried on 
political education through propaganda* Wq bacod burcolvos on 
UAO Tco-tung’s thepis of protractod War. Wo constantly pointod 
to tho inevitability of victory.,. _ 

Aftor tho. Japanese w&?» thoro wbro conb organizational 
changes in tho Cosrruniot Party of China* The Cosrnmiot Party wad 
disorganized and this disbrganizatioa was causod by tho Leftists*! 
Thoro wore many secret agonto in tho party, Thoy know whoro 
the organization was located and oven whoro tho headquarters was 
located, Tho Loft did not cove away* ©von though thoy wbro aware v 
of 1 this situation. Wo established a now fore of Party organizd- ~ 
tiba. We separated tho Party conherbhip* Wo forced different" 
kinds of organizations, acong tho uorkbrs, studonts-, office 
workors, etc. Our loading body no'vor consisted Of core than ' 
throb to five pooplo. We had a loading working cornalttoo in each 
industry. The decisive industries rccoivcd special attention, 
host of the tipd, their C.oro was cado up of, votoran Workors in 
the particular, industry, Eosotibos wo sent in colbnizors. Wo 
used, fabily connoctioss to got pooplo jobs. As you know, these 
fatally societies aro strong ih China. Lbtor, cany of these pooplo 
who becaco colbnizors wore oven oloctod to loader ship, but not' 
bo Comunis to. If thoy wpro ouspobtod of boing Comunistb, wh 
would transfer then, give thon a new disguise, send then to, 
onothor industry Or to tho liboratod areas. Wo uovbr had any 
written, docuconts in this, period* Whatever instructions, wore 
givon woro oral instructions^ 

In concluding, CeAUG Choa-tsung explained that during 
the Underground poriod, instructions wbro passed by word of couth* 
Thoro was little contact botwopn individuals; howovor, a somber

TMs so-cailod "disproportion' 1 is actually a tonporary 
prpbloa*' The Eight opportunists said that thd, people’s comunos 
wore set up too oarly and woro badly run.

On December 21, 1959} Mr* James P* McDonnell of State 
referred to our top se’eret letter of December 11, 1959, enclosing 
a photographic copy of, a book in Chinese language obtained by our 
informant in Communist. ’China* McDonnell 'pointed out according to the 


letter the book enclosed is also, to be' considered classified lop secret, 
McDonnell said that State realises that the reason for the classifi¬ 
cation is undoubtedly the need to' protect the source* However, State 
wondered whether it would be possible to have the classification of 
the book downgraded as far as possible when detached from the letter* 

In this regard McDonnell said that it appears to State that this book 
is published in Communist China by a government office similar to our 
government printing office, and that the existence, of the book is 
therefore public knowledge* 

In discussing this with McDonnell, the liaison representative 
pointed out that while Stated observation about this book being 
public knowledge may be correct the fact remains that neither State, 
nor the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) has obtained copies of Jih-i-s — 
same book from any other source. It was further pointed out to 
McDonnell that in view of this circumstance we do not feel that the 
classification can be reduced until such time as we have assurance 
that the book has been obtained from other sources available to State 
or CIA. McDonnell requested that we give further oonsideratiQtfUb the 
classification of the book inasmuch as it would greatly facil Aihat er 
State’s handling of it if it could be downgraded at least one step* 

This matter has been discussed with the Internal Security 
Section, and it is felt that we must continue to protect our valuable 
informant in this instance until such time that we have assurance 
that the book is in fact publicly available* It is noted that our 
informant received his copy .of the book from on official of the 
Chinese Communist Government, and the informant and heads of various 
other communist delegations visiting in China are the only ones 
known to have received it*

It is one year since,tho people's connunos wore estab¬ 
lished, but our experience la Ifnitod, Therefore, wo aro giving 
you only information* Regarding tho gonoral situation and con¬ 
cerning tho establishment of the .communes, wo refer .you to LIU 
Shao-chi’s article Which will bo published in tho October 1, 

1959, issuo of tho "Peking Eoviow", This article, by a hoad of 
our government and a lender' of our' Party, tolls how tho Chinese 
Communist Party oolvod the poosont question through the establish¬ 
ment of cp-6porative3 and tho pobplo's connunos. LIU Shao-chi’s 
article is a llarxist-Lohiniot * systematic analysis cf the develop¬ 
ment of donoctacy and .socialism in China, 


Vo will deal with the peasant question in stages — land 
reform, agricultural co-oppratfivos, and people's communes. 


The first question is that of our basic policy on the 
peasant question. Again, wo would remind you that this policy is 
Contained in LlU Shao-chi*s article, China, was a backward country. 
80% of tho population liyod in the rural aroas* 70% of the rural 
population was mado up of poor peasants and farm laborers. There¬ 
fore* tho peasant qtiostioa is basic in carrying through the demo¬ 
cratic revolution. 

Conrndo LIU Shao-chi is correct when he states that 
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tho poachnt, question is tho central',question in tho Chinoso revo¬ 
lution. Tho worker s' revolution would bo impossible in China 
without the solution; of the peasant question* Tonydars ago, 
.Comrade. t&O Teq-tung presented this question id a famous artlclo, 
in which ho piacod the, peasant question astho control question 
in our revolution. 11\0 Tsq-tung pointod out that, tho peasant 
noqds to bo oducatod> ■= ' - 

Tho oxperidncG of tho Epvipt Union shows that a loss tie© 
will have to pass to britog* together tho scattered 'peasant eebuomibo' 
hnd that without uniting thoco economies*. it would bo difficult to 
establish Socialism. Tho Party's attitudo in doaling with tho 
" peasant question is basically different than that of the bourgeoisie 
' Tho bourgeoisie oitbor gives ordors pr gives “charity" 1 . pur Party' 
and. govorniaont mobillsod. the peasants and -led tho pdas ants to over¬ 
throw the. landlord class. That is what wo call tho .mho's' lino of 
the Party. The bourgeois fcbthod Of sb^chliod •’charity’*; dulls tho - 
militancy of the poasantry abd tahpofs: their oduc&tiqa. par 
method topporo tho lasses in struggle imdoducatoO ibon namely, 
tho peasant massooi* ; 

- purihg v tho struggle to tako the land, from tho landlords* 
whbro dobs tho peasantry find loadorship? This leadership oithor 
qmdrgcs.and thpro dovolops, a corps of militants. . Some aro namber s 
of the Communist Party and .acted- aro, brought into tho Cpmmufiiqt 
Party. Vo accumulated experiences: in dballng with this question * 
for twenty years prior to liberation. Tho Communist Party of 
China established Close rolatioas with tho peasantry. Our bases, 
could bo found in thp villages, and those yillagos surrounded tho 
oneny-hoid cities. 

In regard to tko methods of ngraridn reform* tro will not 
go into detail. Eut wa do, want to, gb into tho question of pro- 
ducoro * co-oporativoo. Icasdidtoly $£ter the completion of the 
agrarian rofora, wo carried through a socialist transformation id 
ngriculturo. Tho agrarian rofora was COhplotod by 1952, bu$ tho 
socialist transformation in tho villages started ovoh before ' , 
1952— oyoh boforo the, cbmplctidh of tho agricultural rofora* As 
pointed out by llg ShbcHchi, tho socialist transforcation. of agri¬ 
culture was, dovolbppd in throb stages, but they aro intor-rplatod; 

U) After tho land rofor^ # bo organised on % broad 
scale what, we would call mutual aid of Collective labor. Cut this 
was still based oh an individual economy. This form of mutual, 

-aid and. labor cental hod tho rudiments of socialism. (2) On bhq . 
basis of thq mutual aid novonont, wo organized tho agricultural 
producers? co-operatives, Eord, tha peasants poolod thb land and

Thoso showod thoir superiority ovor tho othor fores'. Tho poaoantry 
Watched and learned* ■ * 

EotWoOh lpS5 and. 1958* thpro was a big dovalopffiOttt of 
agricultural produOorO* ce-opbratiyod in all the villages.' Ufhoso 
woro all tho eaco, but they varied coriowhat iron placo to pldco. - 
in coso places, the incono was based upon the anouht of land 
pooled. In other plaeos, 70% Of tho incono cano fron worh. in 
cone plaeos, they royorsod this division, whoro 30% of the incono 
was based on, wprk and 70% wad based on how such land one bad in 
tho pool. 

Those proportions Woro fixed by tho peasantry in a par-* 
ticular area, Wo- oust also say At depended to a. largo extent on 
the political consciousness of tho peasantry in a givon area. 

While thoso lowor foms Woro cosing into boing, tho Party in, sono 
areas introduced higher fores by. 19S6. In four Months timo* 
bo tween Doeonbor*, 1955, and March, 1956, tho highor fora of pro¬ 
ducers* cO-oporativoa wore organised and couple tod. Can wb opoalr 
Of differences- in tho fotns of co-operation? fos. ;in tho higher 
fora of producers ♦ co-oporativea, the land ind tho big fawn inplc- 
conts, as well as the work anipals, arc. cblloctiyoly ownod by tho 
peasants* They draw no inedno' fron thoso land inplenonts and 
anicals^ but thoy do got :ai inccno for thofr work.. 

During tho period of socialist construction in 1956, w 
wore already on tho path of the groat loap forward. While wo wero 
organizing tho agricultural producers' co-oparativoa, : a now cs- 
oporatfyo fora, cnorgad. This was an integration of the agricultural 
co-operative, with tho crodii cQ-oporativa, and with tho tiarkot and 
supply* This was tho beginning ,of. tho Cbaaunb* In sono plaeos, in 
addition to thoso integrations, transport' and handicraft cp-bporativoo . 
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integrated thonsPivoq with the local peoplo's govofhnoht, These 
agricultural producers’ co-dporatiyoG onorged in 1950* By tho 
spring of 1953, there were 3,809 bo-oporativos, which pore 
actually co^amos, Ey August, 1958, thoro woro 8,700 communes. 

The CCittral Coiaittco of the Communist Party of China cdoptod a 
resolution in September, 1953, on tlio organization of tho people'is 
communes. The organization of tho communes was complotod by tho 
ond a£ September, 1958.

(2) Brigade level; and <3) Work toan level, .add a systbn of - 
business accounting at different levels. The production, brigade 
level is considered the basic, ono, with a part ownership at the 
connuno level ]and part ownership at the production, toon lovol, 
which fs thb lowest lovol. Thb production bricado is undor tho 
consuno. Thb production, brigado is like tho foncer co-oparativo. 

At tho production brigade lovpl (which is tho basic loVel), tho 
utilizations of land, inploeonts, draft animals,, otc., aro at tho 
disposal of thb brigade. At tho pomunp lovol, ownership consists 
of thoir own; industries; wator conservation, etc., and they"have 
their own nachinory.. Each year, tho c.oznuno draws a certain fund 
frorj tho production brigado. Tho cbrsnwo doos tho planning. 

What is be ant by partial ownership, by production toaos? 
Who naked up the production brigade? There aro threo million such 
production tcans. It is tho cmllcst .br lowest unit.. Tho produc¬ 
tion toan has a contract with the production brigado. Thoy docldo 
how nuch manpower thoy supply, what are thb. targets, tbo costs, 
otc. What thb toan Sayos will, in tho main, bolbng to tho toan. 
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Thtf ovor-fulfillmnt of tho plan la theirs, too. Tho production 
toaca can uco loiaufo time to farm .for themselves or carry on. 
tl'ndiviauM production. Tho income goes to tho team. Every 
famly can also engage in sidelines. Thoy cab. grow 0020 vege¬ 
tables on the. land surrounding tho house. 

Why tho ownership at the brigade lovol, rather than tho 
comnutio lovol? This la because 'of tho unevonnoss of tho develop¬ 
ment. 30% of tho brigades lag * bohlhd; and If tho ownership was 
On a commune lovol, it would result in cijualitarinnisn. It Would 
.also result in an ovor-concontration; By having tho basic owner¬ 
ship. at the brigado lovol/ tho communo can concentrate and got 
tho 30% of tho brigadod which lag behind to catch up nndachiovo 
ovonnoss in dovolopmont. By that timo, it nay bo possible to 
havo ownership at tho communo lovol and tho. brigades will become 
management organs. The. coaaunos will then, dovolop at a lovol 
whoro the ownership can tfcoa become ownership by all tho people. 

What is tho principle of distribution in tho people*s - 
communo? I'rom each according to his ability, to - oach according 
to his work. You havo a combination of wage system with a ffbo 
supply pyston.- 70% is paid out in wages, 30% is givon out in 
frbe oupplios, which consists chiefly of food. In 0020 places, 
only food grains ,aro givon to tho pooplo and they havo to buy 
their own, oils> fats,’etc. 

Tho freo. supply system dovolopod in the producers * cor 
operative. Eomo families needed help in order to exist. In 
fact, 20% of tho fanilioq at that timo noedbd bone help. For 
oxamplo § thoy did not have enough workors in the family because 
of tho aged or a largo nhnbor of small children. This question 
could not bo solved until tho communo came Into being. So, all 
aombers of tho family ato without pay. Tho over-whelming 
majority of tho; peasantry supports this principle, Evon thpso 
who havo small families, but who aro nadP up; of workers, support 
this froo supply or fro© food system to those families which have 
fowor workors for whatovor reasons. This froo. supply system 
alroady is thb rudiment of tho Communist principle — to oach 
according to his noodo *•* but Only a rudiment, sinco this is Only 
a small poreontagO of tho. income. Yot, thbso small shoots have 
groat, possibilities for growth, and in tho coamuuos we soo tho 
groat possibilities for the futurb.

The experience of fruitful collaboration was 
accumulated in the first postward decade by both the Italian 
Communist and Italian Socialist Parties. From the moment of 
Conclusion of the 1934 pact,- both, parties came out in oondord 
on haste questtbns of foreign and domestic policy and dealt 
many defeats to the forces of reaction* Therefore, a, uni- 
lateral break-yp of the pact on unity of action, forced by 
the right wing at the <Congress of the Socialist Party in 1958,■ 
is obviously Contrary to the vital demands and .sentiments- of' 
rank and file is embers of this party* After all that 
Italian communists and socialists wont through together, the 
absence of cooperation between then can only, be temporary. 

Collaboration of labor parties in Japan is being 
successfully set up after- the correction of sectarian cprors 
permitted in this matter in the past* By the beginning. Of 
1959, in 40 out of 46 prefectures of Japan, organs of 
collaboration of the democratic forces were created, in whioh 
communists, as well as socialists, take part* A good 
experience ' of the. implementation of 'the- policy of the united - 
fronb has been accumulated in Chile,, In the spring of 1956, 
the Communist,- the Socialist, the Popular Socialist and other 
democratic parties established here the Popular- Action front 
whioh holds strong positions in,parliament and in the country » 

The, practice of implementation of unity Of action, 
from below gave birth in the postwar period to a number of 
nexo organisational formst (l internal commissions 11 in Italian 
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enterprises; ,f committees of unity'* in France/ "faotions of 
trade-union unity" in Austria; "unity councils*' and-. inter* 
nfeion commissions inBfasil, etc. 

The, struggle for }unity of' international labojr 
movement ientered u new stage, after the 20,th Congress of 
'the, 0. Jp,, sCj pointed, to pew possibilities opening in this 
field. The. odming. out of such an authoritative communist 
party-as the C, P,, SO,. with an appeal for collaboration 
elicited, a. broad response, from, social-democratic masses, 

Soon, the Socialist international, was compelled to diSouss 
the problem Of relatione with OommilniSts, Elements/ 
interested in the frustration-of the-unity-of notions in.

of life.. Ideologists of reformism take advantage of 
all this and slip in their theories which retard’ the 
developeneni of class consciousness of the working people\ * 

We also have to keep in mind that during recent < 
decades,, the social composition of many social-democratic 
parties has considerably changed. There are fewer and 
fewer workers in their ranks and more and more people from 
anall-bourgepis strata, white collar' wdHers efid bourgeois
